the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama in the manner and form and 
at the places as required by law upon 
the following amendment to the Con 
stitution of the State of Alabama, 
namely: 

Article XXI. Section 1. 
May engage in the construction and 
improvement of buildings for public 
schools and the institutions of higher 
learning, including the normal schools 
in this State and to this end and for 
this purpose, the State is authorized 
to appropriate funds and also to issue 
and sell interest-bearing negotiable 
State bonds in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the sum of Twenty Million Dol- 
Jars to be issued In such denomina- 
tions, numbers, and series to mature 
at such time as may be provided for 
by law, but vuch bonds shall bear a 
rate of interest not greater than five 
per cent per annum payable semi-an- 
nually and shall be sold at a price not 
less than par value thereof.
